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EDITORIAL PREFACE. 

Ill addition to tlie tiibk'tj^ diitetl in tlie reigns of kings of the first dyniisty of Babylon, 
there liuvf hecii iiichnlcd by Dr. PoeViel in tlie present work nine cuneiform texts bearing 
tin; names of Itini-Hiii aiui Wardi-Sin, of Larsam, which with several hundred others 
exc-iivated in Nippur will constitute Volume V of Seriea A. Upon his application Dr. 
Piil'Ih'I had likewisu hrcii entruste<l with the publication of this volume, but unfortunately 
found it later irnjidssible to carry out his original plans. In order to express their 
itjipri'ciiiliuii of J)i'. Puebcl's work (lone wliile in Philiideljihia, the Conniiittee granted 
him pi^rmissiini to include in the jn'cscnt publication the nine tablets referred to, reserv- 
ing lor themselves, Iniwevcr, the right of republishing them in the proper volume.

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PREFACE. 

Tlio present l)ook has ^rown out of tt dissertation presented in 1906 by the 
writei' to tlie I'^uciiity of I^hilosophy of the University of Pennsylvania, as a candidate 
for tlie decree of Ph.D., under the orijiinal title: Sechsundzimnzig Altbabylonische 
licvhtaurkiiiidcii (tun iler Zci't Haminurabts und At}uniza(higas in Umschrift, Ueberset- 
zuiKj tiii'l KommcnUir, init S Kopi'cn. Since it had l)een determined that the thesis 
should form tlie hasis for a volume of The Babylonian Expedition of the University of 
feniisijlraiiia, I li;i\'e <'onsi(Ier;d)Iy enlarfjed the work, the original portion of which, 
in tli<^ m;iiii, forms the contents of Chapter II of the present voUime. 

'I'hc ;uitoj:rapli copies have been made in Philadelphia and in Constantinople 
in the yenrw lOIKl and 1007. In the winter of 1!)07-08 I collated a large number of 
tablets in the Berlin Museum, which I made use of in the list of date-formulas. 
T'ni'ortunafely my time did not allow mo to complete this undertaking, nor did I, as 
w;is my purpose, have an opportunity to collate the date-formulas on tablets in the 
iirifisli Museum, which undoubtedly would have yielded important results. The 
niamiscripf of this volume had boon completed and delivered to the Editor in May, 
IDOS; l)ut owing to the fact that not only the writer, but also the Editor and the 
Comniit!ee were al)sciit from Philadelphia during the summer months, the printing 
coulil nol begin before November, 1908. 

It is a (ileasant duty for me to publicly acknowledge here my heartiest thanks 
to tliose who have taken a kind interest in my studies, and who have supported me 
in the difficult and wearisome researches, a fruit of which is this work. I name 
especialh' llielaleMr. .luliusvon I'Mchel-Streiber in iMsenach, Mr. Friedrich Georg von 
h'.ichel-Sti'eiber in Eisenach, the Crossherzoglich Saechsische Sfaatsministerium, 
DeiHiiienie)it c/cs h'lillus, and the Provost of the XTniversity of Pennsylvania, Dr. C. C.

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I. INTRODIU'TOIIY REMARKS. 

Of Hie cunoiform texis pubiislied here Nos. 1-7 and 10-69 wore excavated sit 
Xip|)ur. They are dated hi the reiji;ns of Wamil-Sin, RimSin, Hammu-rabi, SanWi- 
iliinn and llinia-iluin, and embrace a period of about eif^hty or iihiety years. As 
Pi'of. Hilpreclit informs ine, they were found for the greater purt in the southwest 
sc.-tion of Mound I\' (cf. Iho ma|) of tlie ruins of Nippur in Hilprecht, li. E., Keries 
I), \'ol. I, p. 30-')) (hn'inj;- the first and second expeditions of the University of Penn- 
sylvania. 'I'liei'e are several documents amonj^ them iirlonginff to one and the same 
person (Nos. 'Al W'-, to Ahil-idHhii, Nos. 04, (10 and OH to NinlB-mlum-sinni, Nos. 40, 
47 and 5S to Knlit-izzn, Nos. 10, ]4 an<l :?() (o Mnr-irsitim and Nos. 17, 21, 25 and 27 to 
\'(il)i-Sliiiiim.'<h), from which we may conchide that the tablets were found in the 
houses of (Iieir owners. It is of interest to notice that the persons named in the 
contracis to a larj^e extent are coimected with t!ie femi)!e of Kiih'l or wilh the houses 
or small temples of otiier gods.' 

No. S (and !!?), which is dated in the reign of Jilm-Slti, was excavated liy Dr. 
iV(ei-.s at Voklia (cf. Peters, Nippur, Vol, II, p. 283 fT.). "While resembling the Nippur 
tablets in important features, it differs from fhem in various respects. 

Nos. ()!)« and /», giving the seal imprints on two earlier documents from Nippur, 
have been added liecaii-se they furnish us additional evidence for our conclusions 
on the burtpd seals. 

Of the tablets published in the Appendix, Nos. 70, 72?>, 78, 80, 137 and 
138 were l)ought by the second expedition of the University of Pennsylvania from 
Arabs who stated that they came from Abu-Habhn and El-Bi'rs. These statements 
seem to be correct; Init notice that No. 80, suid to have come from El-Birs,^ 
mentions Sippar as the place of payment. The other tablets are the fruit of a 
gleaning of the early legal documents of the Khahaza, Shemtob and Prince Collec- 
tions of the University of Pennsylvania, from which Ranke already has published a 
selection of 11!) tablets in Vol. VI, Part 1. With the exception of the undated texts.

The scribes who drew up the do(!uments made a very mechanical use of this 
scheiiie. \ot only diti they never {'hange the order of the three parts and employed 
I he same })lirases, but even tlie succession of the sin.'fle groups of words was very 
rigidly ol)S(-rve(i.' so that the scheme took, as it wei-e, the place of a mental formulary,-' 
iiito which it was only necessary to put the names of persons and objects, the numbers 
and measures, etc. It is unnecessary to comment vipon the jjreat advantages which 
sucli a nietiiod h;ul for (he authorities and officials. 

The documents of this character from Nippur record the purchase of houses, 
lieids and teni|)le offices.

TIk! most conspicuous ji^rammatical peculiarities of the Nippur documents are 
(luMisoof ki — ^1 iiisteiul of the simple ki,' and the use of -ge to denote the grammatical 
su))jei'(. Chiinicteristics which the Nippur doiiuments have partiall}' in common 
with those from other BaI)ylonian cities are the use of 6ias a determination {sham-til- 
la-hi-.^ln'i, ('-bi'shii) instead of ni {Hkam-til-la-ni-shu, e-ni-shu; Tell Sifr.), the pleo- 
iKistic ;iccusativc -ti after infixes {in~na-an-ld{l) instead of m-na-ld{l)) , the verbal 
plural endiiifi; csh instead of me-esh (Babylon, Sippar, etc.), H-kur-shu instead of 
fi-kiir-kiu- (('. T., VI, '.iHb). Other differences arise from the different provisions as 
lo future claims and certain ceremonies observed in other cities. In Nippur only 
the seller takes the oath. He alone, therefore, seems to have had the right to undo 
the contract, while from the fact that in Sippar and Babylon both parties swear 
{lii~lh-m tjli~nit-iim-nia-ma-a), it would follow that the purchaser as well as the seller 
could exei'cise this privilege. The phrases shag-ga-ni at-dug, i-hi al-til and gish-kan- 
nfi ih-ta-hnl (Sippar, and some northern cities?) are not found in Nippur documents, 
and probably the I'ustom which the last phrase describes had not existed in 
Xippur or li;id passed into disuse.

What, the exiu-t provisions of the hiw wore with rejjard to the ransoming is still 
unknown. It is not likely that the ransomer possessed the right to compel the owner 
to sell his property to him at any time. From the analogy which the <j<~}'el in the 
hook of Hiith prosoiits, we may eonclude that his privilege hecame valid only as soon 
as the j)n)p('i-ly <'hangecl owners. The oath not to make a chiim in future to the 
jirojK'rty sold (iih-itu-utn-rtm-tnA-u) most prohal)ly, therefore, does not imply the 
renunciation to the right of redemption, Init effectuates only the loss of the right 
lo undo the contract as long ;is Ihe purchaser and his family shall own the bought 
property Miemselves.

The scrijitio -jieita 
lii'Ui-ii{r)-rn is a (not always oceuninfr) eharacteristic feature of the Nippvr tal)lets, 
while tliose from Sipjxir have lii-tii-ra. AVith the exception of No. 32, no use is made 
of the formula </ii — ma-ma, "to make a claim to some object, " since the purpose of 
tlie document is primarily to fix the mode of dividing, which shall not he altered 
afiain Uji-iii, "to turn, to upset, to undo"). Cf. later. 

A special fetitnre of the partition documents is the use of a separatin*; line 
which marks off the portions of the different heire, and thus makes the document 
more perspicuous. On No. 44 the line, for which there was no room left 
on the re\'erse, is even phu'ed on the uninscrihed lower edge. This shows that the 
line was considered to form a part of the scheme. Usually it seems to have been 
placed below the line of writing which begins with ha-la-ba, but on Xos. 1, 23 and 32 
it is above the line, from which on Xos. 1 and 23 it is moreover separated by a small 
blank space. On \o. 32 it is written only after the last portion; while on No. 43 
it is in fliat place omitted. 

Of special interest is the flocunient No. 43, because it partly records the mode of 
a <livi.sion already effected (the enumerated heterogeneous portions of the two heirs, 
nephew and uncle, are to balance each other), and partly fixes the mode of the future 
d!\ision of the rest of the inheritance (consisting of house, field and garden, which 
shall be divitied into e(iual parts): iii-ba-c-tn; "they shall divide."' But it seems 
that all i>artitioii <locumen(s more or less were of a similar preliminary chara<'ter. 
.\l)parent!y their aim was in the first place to furnish the legal forms which authorized 
the heirs to dispose of their inheritance without being thwarted by the lights of the 
co-heirs, while a definitive settlement was left to later agreements l^etwcen thediffev- 
ent i)arfios. For this fact an instructive example is found in the group of contracts 
Nos. 32 35. No. 32, dated Tnahrilu 17th, records the division of a house among four 
brothers, but in Nos. 33-35, dated Arah-f^'ai).iia 9th and 21st and Kislimu 5th respec- 
tively, the eldest brother buys back all the shares of the house that had fallen to his 
co-heirs.- This accounts also for the fact that in division dociunrnfs we find the 
houses cpiite mechanically dissected into as many pieces of ccnial size as, it seems, 
was desirable. Thus in No. 44 a new house and an old one aie I oth divided into

halves. In No. 32 one house is first divided into two halves, find then one of these 
halves again into four parts of equal size.' 

Attention may he called to the part which the eldest brother plays in the partition 
documents. He has an equal share with his brothers, but receives in addition a 
preference portion which in the document always heads the ennmeratlon of his 
inheritance. In No. 26 it is even separated from the portion duo liim as a son, by 
means of a line. The technical term is sih-tn Ttm-Jiain-shesh-gal-ta-skfi, "preference 
title on account of the position as eldest brother." For the Semitic e(iuivalent 
(zittv) eli'tu see II U. 9, 76, and Meissner in A. P. /?., p. 2. 

The proportional amount of the preference portion cannot be exactly determined 
because of the l)roken condition of the tablets in question; but from No. 32, pro- 
vided we are allowed to fjeneraiize l)ecause of this instance, it would seem that it 
amounted foone-half of the inheritance; the num!)er in li. 1 is probably to be restored as 
1^, equal fo-1 times-J-, (>,, tliesum of the regular portions of all heirs. The same mode 
of dividing we find in 26, I, 10-13 (sA^-n-o-^O, compared with 26, 1,29-31; II, 10-12; 
III, 12-13 {Rhu-ri-a~i<ji-/^-<jul-hi), but our right to quote this instance may be r[ues- 
tioned l^erausc the item given there figures as the Rib-(a from another item; the 
amount of the other items of the aih-ia in this document, as far as they are preserved, 
differs considerably and is much less than the regular portions. Though it is thns 
impossible to arrive at a definite result in this cjuestion, this much seems to be certain, 
that the amount of the sih-tn was in some way or other a fixed one, because in adoption 
documents where two persons are adopted ;is t)rothers, it is provided that they shall 
divide the inheritance into et^ual parts after the eldest brother has taken his preference 
portion ; no information lieing given as to the amount of the latter. 

^Vhile the sib-ta generally was rated from the various items of the inheritance,'^ 
one object seems to have formed an integral part of the sib-ia, viz., the "''''banshur 
zay-yu-la, written also zafj-yii-ln, in Akkadian fmshshur sakhi. This kind of bowl 
(plate or kind of table?) occurs in the preference portion of the eldest Ijrother in all 
documents except No. 1, its place being always at the end (26, I, lo; 32 : 3, 43 : 3). 
Notice furthermore that in no document its money value is noted, while this is done 
26, III, 20, with a "'''■bntiahur sag-DU given to a younger brother.

Apart from the privilege of the eldest brother, the principle was followed that 
brothers divided the remainder into equal parts: ur-a-si-ga-hi in-ha-esh (ni-ba-e-ne) ; 
ur-a-shu sl-gaM in-ba-esh, 23 : 23, 43 : 34, 16 : 10.'

As I 
have shown in another place,' the seals employed in Nippur in connection with docu- 
ments that were sworn to were not those usually borne by the persons who sealed 
the contract, but were made expressly for the occasion by an official, the bur-gid, 
who as such is associated in the closest connection with the dub-nar, either in the suc- 
cession 'liihsiir biiiyiil or burytil — diibmr, after the names of all other witnesses are 
recorded.- The seals mad<^ by the burgul were not engraved on such small cylinders 
of a very hard material as have l.)een found abundantly in the mounds of Babylonian 
cities, but on small reclanfrular slabs, or on the rectangular side of more handy pieces 
of a s{ift material which could be cut easily. These seals, of course, could not be rolled 
o\'ei' the tablet, bnl were stamped ui)on them, as can be seen I'learly from the impres- 
sions on the case of No, 4!).'' It should be mentioned also that they never contain 
|iictorial representations^. The script of the inscription is hu'^er and less carefully 
ma<le than on the cylinders.^ The seal was placed on the tablet in siich a way 
that the insciiption traversed the uninscribed parts of the surface in longitudinal 
direction (see Nos. 4, 10, eti'., left edge; No. 35, upper edge; Nos. 33 and 32, reverse).^ 
The name of the sealing person is therefore usually reproduced in full, while on the 
Si]»par tablets the inscription, because of its latitudinal direction, is impressed only 
partially, it being often impossible to make out the narrie (see Nos. 83 and 134, Vol. 
\T, Plates X and VIII"). The inscription never contains an addition to the name

'i'he seals used with contracts that were not sworn to, or siu-h documents as were 
sealed hy the witnesses, were private seals (cf. 22, 62, on page 55, etc.). It is a fact, 
well known from Sippar tablets, that only a comparatively small number of persons 
carried seals containing their own names,' but most of them such as either had formerly 
belonged to other persons, containing the names of these, or had no inscription at all.- 
A considerable number of sea! impressions shows only the picture and the name and 
the titles of a ^od.-' The scanty material at our disposal does not permit us to decide 
with ai)solu(e certainty whether this peculiarity explains itself simply by the charac- 
ter t>f the seal as a charm, or whether they, like the above mentioned bitryul seal of 
Kiiki and ])aiii(/alininiia, are temple seals, and were used by the persons who held 
office in llie resj)ective temples. But the fre(]uent occurrence of one and the same 
goil on <lifferetit seals leaves but little doubt that the first view is the right one.^ 

With some tablets the whole surface is covered with seal impressions, the traces 
of which can clearly be seen between the script." These seal impressions were made 
before the tablets were inscribed, because the script shows no sign of derangement. 
This seems to be the case also with those tablets on which the seal impressions are

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\. THE NAMING OF THE YEAR AFTER EVENTS. 

1. In the explanation of the date formulas some difficulty has been found with 
reijan! to the time of tlie events mentioned therein. The question has been asked 
whethei' they fidl within the year which is named after them, or whether they occurred 
ill Mio precedinj^ year, ('losely connected with this is the question as to the time of 
tlie naminfi, resp. the possibility of u renewed naming in the later part of a year. 

A prion' we may consider it a necessity for a land with such a highly developed 
commerce and law as Babylonia was, that the formulas were made known as early 
as possil)lo, at least no later than the first day of the new year. This assumption 
is fully coiTol)oratod by the ol>servation that a number of tablets dated on the first 
of .V /«!/(' show the new formula. Therefore there can be no doubt that such tablets 
as have l)een preserved of the 29th year of Ammi-dilana and of one year of Samm- 
(liltui(i,'\\\\\v\\ contain the full and in the one case also an abbreviated formula of the 
year in Sumorian, with a translation in "Akkadian," were sent to the various cities 
an<l temples l)efore the befjinninj; of the year. 

Tlie events after which the years were named may be classed into two kinds, 
such as consist of an act that could be performed on one single day, and at any desir- 
al)le time, as, c.y., the dedication of a votive statue, of a weapon, or of a throne for 
a god; and. on the other hand, such as either it was beyond one's power to fix on a 
certain day or that needed a long time for completion, as, f.f/., historical events, the 
capture of hostile cities and princes, or the digging of canals, the building of city 
walls and fortresses, of temples and stage-towers. The explanation of date formulas 
refeiTing to events of the first kind presents no difficulty, c.()., Az.

'I'liis jilirasr clearly 
iniplips that the act rot'crred tti look place within the ycnr in iiucslion. Now wo 
know that in later times in Babylon the hcjiiiiiiiiii; of the year was celehraled with 
great retifjious cereinoiiies. and that the kinij liiniscH' (ook a prominent part in (hem. 
Therefoi-e. we are hardly wronj;- in assuiniTi.ii thai IIh' kiiig dedicateil the slalne, throne 
or the like on \ew Year's day. tlu' eveiH hein.i:: tluis wilhin the year (o wliirli it gave 
its name, and. nevertlieless, so early (hat not one day of Ihe year was left nnnamed. 
Tliis assumption heeomes very reasonable IVoni the fact lliat bv far (he jireater 
number of formulas refer to :ictions of a religious I'harader. rndoubfedly Ihe royal 
authorities aiul tlie priesthood knew the program of liie Xi-w ^'ear^'s ceiebi'ation. willi 
theaet? planned by the king, a sulflcieni time b<'fore, an<l c(nild make use of it in (he 
naming of the coming year.' 

The (htfiiail ties arise with tiiose fnvnudas wliicli refia' to e\eiils of Ihe sc'i'ond class. 
The building of temples, the digging of canals, etc.. could not be achie\-e(l willuTi the 
year exeept after considerable linn". aia! although these works mi^ihl have been 
planned, it would ne\ertheless have Ih'cu I'allua' hazardous to name a yeai' after a 
future event, the completion uy even the b(-giruiiny. of which Tuighl be inlerlei-eil with 
sometime (hiring the year l>y some unlooked-i'or condition of affairs, ijuite apai-t from 
the fact that such an explanation is impossible where historical events are (■oncerned. 
There is a possibility, and in some few cases it is even likely, (liat (lie fornuila was 
promulgated in a later part of the year after the historical event had taken j)lace, 
hut as a general custoTu this proi'edure is \-ci'y improbable, ami a( least in one t-.isi' 
impossible, l)ecaiise the fornuila which menlinns the hi.-^lia-ical fad is found on a 
tablet of the first of .V/.'-yz/l' 

The solution of the diniculties is lh;it tNe date formulas m(aitiiaiing events of 
the second class are incomplete, and that lliey I'ccorded in the missing part 
some i-cligious act, probably (he oiTeriTig of some \dti\-e object whii'ii ahaie took place 
on Xew Year's day, and thus in the year of tiie Inrmiila. whil<' the events mentioned 
before this religious act had oc(ain-eil in Ihe past. i.i.. in the pre\ioiis }ear. \\'e 
should therefore not li-anslate "year in wliii'h Ifammu-rabi vani|uished Kim-Sin," 
but "year in whicli llanmin-rabi. aftei' ha\ing \an'|uished UiTn-Sin. bi-ought before

There the dedication 
of Ihe tutelary (leities and of the sun-disks on New Year's day is recorded in both 
instances by the j)ei'fcct ia-tiv-cn-tn-ra, but the making of the votive objects, which 
took ])lac(' before New Year, i.v., in the preceding year, l)y the preterit ne-in-dim- 
idiii-DKt-ti (Herl. (170) and nc-in-dim-ma-n-an (Berl. 1200).^ As a still more instructive 
example Ad. S may be referred to, because there we have abljreviated formulas 
closing with a perfect and with a historical tense, besides the full formulas. It would

since not this action, but, as is sliown by the other formulas, imi alam namlugalani

the year of (he fornuila ; those in the histoi'ical tense, however, in the previous year 
(or years). 

From this disrrimiTialion it follows that, <:i/., the capture oi Isiii by Sin-muballU,

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\ I. OITLINE OV TJIE POLITICAL HISTORY FROM SIN- 

MUBALLIT'S SEVENTEENTH YEAR TO THE 

END OE THE FIRST DYNASTY. 

The poliliciil (lov(4opnieiit during the second half of the First Dynasty forms 
a very interesting; chapter of the history of Babylonia, showing us how in those times 
the \orth and South rivalled each other with changing luck in the endeavor to win 
fhc supremacy of Bahylonia. Unfortunately our sources for a reconstruction of 
I lie history of this time are still very scanty, and in many instances it will only be 
[K)ssii)lo to anive at a more or less great probability. Nevertheless, the recent dis- 
covery of historical references bearing on the subject, the reaUzation of the state- 
ments of the date lists and dated contracts, and not least the fact that in some few 
cities we can ascertain the succession of kings by means of tablets dated in their 
reign, enable us even now to estaliHsh an outline which in the main will prove correct. 

We take our start from the facts, gathered from dated tablets and Date List A, 
that Sin-muballil, king of Babylon, in his 17th year, and likewise Rim-Sin, king 
of Lar.saiii, some time later, took possession of Isin, which city in former times 
had been the capital of kings of Shianer and Akkad for 225 years. There is not the 
slightest indication that these two events should be considered one and the same, 
and that Sin-nmballit achieved his deed either as the vassal or as the ally of Rim-Sin. 
As the date Sm. 20: mv vgtiim Larsam'-'', "when (Sin-mubalUt defeated) the army 
of iMrsam," shows, and as can be seen from the later development, the king of Baby- 
lon was rather the political adversary of the king of Larsam, and his rival for the 
dominion over all of Babylonia.' The events prior to and following the first conquest 
seem to have Ijeen these: In the 13th year of Sin-imiballit the army of Ur, which 
of course is not identical with that of Larsam, invaded the territory of Babylon, but 
was driveTi l)a<'k by Sin-mvballit, whose political influence in the course of the fol- 
lowing four years rose to such an extent that in his 17th year he could occupy the 
city of Isin. That Sin-mnhallifs power had been growing steadily for a long 
time is indicated by the fact that he built or fortified anew quite a number of for- 
tresses.^ As Siji-muballit never mentions militaiy conquests, undoubtedly the rise

'In his 1st, 7fli, lUtli, lltli, 12th, 15th and ISth years. 
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of his power li:id its origin in ;ulv;iiit;ifreous |)nlitii';il coiistcllatious, for wliicli ihe 
temporary iudepeiuleiice of I'r. In\si(lps tlie kinjrdoin of Lur^niiii. wliirli uc must itifei' 
from its military enterprise against Sin-nnilxillif. accouiils sullicietidy. But there 
can l)C lU) doubt that also /vc^/f ;iiu! Criik. hefore tliey were coiuiuered by h'iiti-Siii, 
were independent kingdoms.' ]ial>yionia thus iicinj!; divided into several small states. 

After Sin-midxdlifs eonquest the kiniidom of l.iiistiui iin<ler Rim-Sin bad risen 
to a dominating position, and made tliis felt by an attack on the kingdom of Habylon. 
The campaign was sueeessful inasnuieh as tlie {M ronowneil i-ity fi( l.'<iii. oecnpieil 
before by Siii-ntiiballit. fell into the han<|s of Unn-Sni. who reganled this success, it 
seems, as his greatest deecl. because thenceforth he I'onnts his years of reign after 
the capture of Isin. Rut, on the other liand, he failed in his e(i<lea\'or to o\('rthi'o\v 
the kingdom of Babylon. The in^-ading arm\' was routed by Siii-iniihallil, m-vv 
which deed this king gloi'ies in the date of liis •_»()tli >-ear. 

In consideration of this we slumld |>lace Ihe ca|>(ure of /.-//i by h'rni-Sni in Sni- 
mNhattif.^ liUh year, and fnmi the following cahailation it will be seen liiat this is 
indeed approximately the right time. For IJdiiitini-ralii coni|uere(l Southern Baby- 
lonia in his :j(lth year, anil daled tablets from \>/>/>ur and 7V// Sifr show that from 
that time he actually ruled over these cilies al least in liis ;}[st, :« .'illth and 41st 
year-^, while Rint-Sni ruled over (he same cities (and yol.-h<n in (he ISth. '.^Ist. L':id. 
li.">th-2Sth and liOth years after the cai)(ure of l.'<iiir These fai'ls can be combined 
only by placing liini-Shi'.^ thirty y<'ai-s of reign i)efore IJainnni'-rahi'.'i 'MWh year. 
The cou'iuest of hi>< would ihen have ()ccurred no la((-r (hati (lie last year of Sni- 
miilMillit. and may have actually ..ccurred in his P.hh year. 

In conseciuencc of his method of daling his yc;ir,^ of reign, we ktaiw pradicall.v 
nothing of Ri»i'Sn>'.'^ eti!<'r[)rises during llie thirly years after tli<- cnn(|uesl of lsn<. 
The fii^st Hve years of IJaiiiiim-rnhi wctiI tiy (-itiier without aTi iin|)orfant cvctiI, or 
with such events as were not favorable for ljaiiini>i-rtibi, so liiat he could not boast iif 
them in the names of years. Jiiit in his (itii year Ih' con<jiiered or occupied ['rule

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and L^in, Miiis repeating the attempt of his father to extend his power over the South. 
In the following year he even directed, it seems, an expedition against Eymdhal. the 
land of Rim-SiiCs father. ITiis expedition, though somehow successful, was prob- 
ably far from humiliating Rim-Sin, since we have tal^lets dated in the 9th, 11th and 
13th years of this king. How long Hamnm-rabi could maintain his conquest we do 
not know, !)ut we may eoncKide that at least in his 9th year he still maintained it, 
.since the canal Hamiimrahi-hegal, which he built in this year, was probably intended 
to procure, like later the Hammurabi-miliiish-mshi canal, prosperity to a newly 
aciiuired devastated territory. 

In the 9th year, H am irm-rabi seems to have destroyed the town and the people 
of Mnlgti, the city of I'Ja and Dainkina, which at some time was the seat of a kingdom.' 

Tlie lOth year is marked !)y an enterprise against or in the cities of Habikinn 
and Shalibi. the former being described in the date of the 35th year as situated on the 
bank of the luiphrates. The notice of this enterprise, although most fragmentary, 
is of eminent value for us, because it opens up for us a view into the close connection 
of the middle luiphrates valley with Babylonia. liabihim. and Shalibi, the latter of 
which seems to be represented hy the present ruins of Zcleb'iye on the left bank of the 
I'aiphratcs. half way between the mouths of the Bah'h and of the Hnbtir, commanded 
the water-course of the Kuphrates, the important natural commercial route between 
the W'estland and Babylonia, and it is easy to understand that the Babylonian rulers 
strove to maintain control of the river liy occupying the chief towns along its course. 
A tablet in the British lluscum is dated after the capture of Rabikum by a certain 
lbiq-Ixhl<urr If we are allowed to see in this the beginning of a fuller form of the 
date of the 1 1th year, it would appear that Hammu-rabi was prompted to take his 
action i»ecause//)K/-/«/iA-i//', by means of this fortified town, could control the Euphrates 
against tlie Babylonian merchants. 

The dates from the !2th to the 29th year record no military success, a sure sign 
that IJammH-mbi's position had suffered a total change. Without doubt /?i'm-Sm 
had won back his former power and possessions. Only gradually yammu-rabi's 
influence rose again, as can he ol)served from his building fortresses in his 19th(?), 
21st and 27lh years, and his fortifying iSZ/'yor in his 23d, 2-ifh(?) and 25th years, the 
latter presupposing perhaps a previous destruction or devastation in warfare. 

The peiiod of IJammiirabfs great and lasting successes begins with his 29th year. 
In this year he defeated an army of the Klamites, the people that since (he oldest

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times' had invaded and ransacked Babyloiii;i. That they came as aUies of HimSin 
is an unproved assumption, and is vevy iniiikely, since Rim-Siii'n mother-country 
was Etiuifbal, not Elnin. The real state of affairs was imdouljtedly this, tlial Rim- 
S(>r,« empire, as lieinfr nearest to I'lain.liad fosulTer the fii-st attacl; from the in\adevs. 
After they had overthrown Hiiti-Sin's army. I)ut probably Iiad suffered themselves 
through tlie resistance of the Soulh-Baliyloiiians. it may have been easy for IJiunmu- 
rabi to rovit them and expel them from Balnlonia. Never before, it seems, was 
Hammu-rabi offered such occasion (o realize his and Ins fatlier's aspirations, the 
dominion over all Babylonia, as now by Rnn-Sni'.'^ weakness and his own suci'ess. lie 
exploited fully hisadvantajie. In the foliowin<j year, with th<'help of Aiiinii and F.nlii. 
as we read in the date formula of the lilst year, ills iianil slew tii the lirnuud the land 
Emiilbal and kinji Hiin-Sin. From this time IJaniiiiu-rnhi was ruler o\-e]- all Baby- 
lonia. The chronicie records the same event witli the wo)'<]s: "Uiinniiii-nilii, kiiijr of 
Babylon, sunmioned his people and a^rainst liimSiu. kinv; of f'r, he marchecl. I'r 
and I'ruk (hd his hand compier and their pro])erty he took to Babylon."-' 

It seems that Ashnunnak, which probably al.so at that time was ruled by |)atesis, 
made likewise an attempt to profit from the li'onbles in Babylonia; for in the follow- 
ing year an army of Aahnunnnk appears in Balndonia, but is defeated by IJauimu-rabi. 
From the next year Ha inmti-mbi bejiins his works of peace. He duy (in the U2<1 
year) the canal Hamtmimbi-nuliHsh-tiishi. which fi-oni Akktul went past Xipji'ir 
{lown to Sluiinci-, carryinji; waters of exuberance ah)n^' with it. He tells us, aiul we 
may well i)elieve him, that the people of Slnimrr and Akko'l hail be<'u scattered;'* 
he feathered and settled them in towns aTid cities alon^^ this canal. He rebuilt temples, 
e.g., E-mde-nrmij (41st year) in A'jV/, the temples in Lnrsani. in IJiilah. etc.' lie built 
new fortresses, like Dur-HuumibnUit at the head of the }J<niii}nirti})i-inihitsji~)iislii ean.al 
[i.e., where this canal lea\'es the baiphrates), the^r'ea! rusWv Kdr-Shaiiiai^h on the bank 
of the Tigris, and refortified the city of l{ah,kuw on the bank of the I'liiphrafes m 
the iiftth (or a laterj year. 

This latter notice shows us that llniitnni-riibi'.s power extended far beytinil the 
boundaries of Bai)ylonia proper. The possession of Ruhikiim |)roves (hat the middle 
Euphrates valley was attain in his power, and undoubtedly- KdrShninash. wlii<'li is 
mentioned with Rabikvm in the same date fornuila, occupied the same |)osition in 
the upper valley of the Tigris'' av, Hubikinu in the valley ()f the Muphrales, /.c, it

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secured the other natunil (-ommercial route down the Tij^ris; for we know from his 
Code of Jjiiws that Hammu-rahi ruled over the city of Ashshur, to which he returned 
its tutelary god, and over Nineveh, where he richly endowed the temple of Ishtar; 
moreover, the directions in the letters to Sinidinnam in Larmm, as to the employ- 
ment of a detfu'hment of Ash>thurifei^,!x,We, evidence that the kinff actually exercised 
his power over these cities. 

Other miiitary enterprises of ^mmnu-rabi are the conquest of Mari and Malgil 
in the :iGth year, an expedition apiainst (or the achievement of soiwe work in) Ash- 
iiimiKik in the east in his 37th year, and the sul)jugation of the whole steppe, i.e., 
Mesopotamia with its hostile tribes, in the 38th year. These tribes perhaps are also 
to be identified with the people of Tiinikknm, Kaymnm and SvbP, whose bands were 
defeated in the 38th year. For the people of Mera and Tutiil see C. H., 4 : 30. 

Thus at the end of ijammu-rahfi^ reign his dominion extended over the whole 
teiritory from the I'ersiari (iulf as far northwest, perhaps, as Cluirchemish and Diar- 
bfkr. 

When Samftu-ilitiio inherited his father's kingdom, he took also the charge upon 
liiiiisclf to maintain JJaniinurabrs contjuests. This was no easy task, and his reign 
is, as we shall see, hu'gely filled up with suppressing revolts and warding ofT attacks 
from outsiile. His very year of accession to the throne and his first year are marked 
by conflicts, for in the (hde of the first year he glorifies in having made his dominion 
shine over the lands, at the true command of ilanluk, which implies that he had 
first lo establish if outside of Babylonia proper; and in the date of the second year 
he asserts lliat he liberated Simmer and Akkad, which presupposes that it was occu- 
pied l)y !i foreign power. Probably at that time the events recorded by the chronicle 
took place, in which either the old Rim-Sin' or one of his family played a part. 
Apparently it was an attempt to regain the kingdom of Shumcr and Akkatl At any 
rate it failed. Som-'^n-iluiia concjuered the city of his foe and captured him alive 
in his palace. Unfortunately the continuation of the chronicle is only fragmentary. 

SamKii-iliina. as was customary after successes, endeavors to make his land pros- 
perous by digging two canals, Samsiiiluiia-iiagab-nnhshim and Samsuiluna-hegal. 
As far as we have any knowledge, peace and prosperity reigned in the land up to 
(he Nth year, when a period of war sets in that extends over a time of six years, 
and is marked by the defeat of Cassite invaders in the 8th or 9th, of an army of the 
city of Idamaraz in the 9th, the capture of Ur and Vruk in the 10th, the subjugation 
of insurgent lands hi the 11th, the capture of Kisurra and Sabiim in the 
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r2th, and the suppression of nu iusuvficnt kin,^■ in Akkwl in the llJth year. 
This long war or series of wars, the dettiils of which unforfuiiatoly are unkiiown 
to us. ended, it seems, with the complete success of tiiiniui^i-iliiiKi. Hut Hahyloiiia in 
ai! likelihood lay waste when peace was again established in the lanil. Resides the 
cities conquered by the king also I ."In and the fortresses of /w»(///"f/ had been destroyed 
either by Sainsu-iliinn or liis foes. Tlieir fortitieations were restored in tlie 14th and 
the 16th year, and the construction of a wall of Sipjjar in the 15th year n\ay suggest 
that even this city had suffered devastation. Nor can it l)e accidental that tlie 
tablets from Tell Sifi; existing abundantly for the first decade of •'<'ntisii-iliiit'i'.'i reign. 
cease completely after the lt)th year — a sure indication that (lie sTuall town was 
destroyed and abandoned by its inhabitants. 

The period of peace from the 1 4th to the l^fith year is only inlerrii]i(ed by (he 
suppression of an uprising in one of the foreign lands in the li)|!i' and an expedition 
against the foreign(?) cities Sii'iiA and Zdrhdiiinn in the 2'2d year. In connection 
with the last achievement Sanii^it-iliiiKi calls hiniseif/»</M/.sv(f/-An/. '"the supreme king." 
We also receive the impression that at that time Stinh'<ii-ihiN(i stands at the heigh( of 
his power, and moreover reigns in peace, from his statement in flie date of Ins "_'."»l!i 
year, that he caused a stone of alK)Ut eleven metres Iti lenglh to be brought lo Baby- 
lonia from the great mountain of the Westlaiid.' 

Some great disturbance seems to have oci-urred in Sitni^ii-ilinin'.'< L'Sth ye;ii-: 
for the 2yth as well as the 3()th year are dated after the fonnnla of iIk' 271h year, 
which indicates that in tiiose years the kiiig was pi'evenlc(i from dedicaling a V(i(ive 
object, or e\-en from participating m the Xew-'i'ear's celebration. Probal)ly ho was 
engaged in an unfortunate war. The 27th year p<'rliaps still liroughl suc<'ess, as we 
conclude from the formula of the 2<Sth year: ''year in which Suiiisii-ihinn after having 

— upon the oracle of Enlil, ," Unfortunately we do not possess as ye( the 

continuation of this formula, hut if the date of P. 40 is to be assigned to the 2\H\\ 
year.' Samsit-iluna in his 27th year van<|ui.shed a I'crtain hiihli-nhii and ])erhaps one

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M iilihiirshiuia. 'I'ho issue of l.ht; stnigf^Ies of these yeavs was <*rtainiy unfavorahle 
for SamxK-iluua, hecjiuse also the date of the 31st year makes, as far as we know, 
no alhision to political events. It is, therefore, not improbal)le that this is the time 
of (ho unfortunate conflict with Iluma-iliim, the first kinji; of the so-called Second 
Dynasty. 

The very frajimoiitary report on this and the immediately preceding events in 
the Chronicle opens with a battle on the shore of the Persian Gulf, which ended with 
a victory iov Saiiisu-iluna. We may conclude this from the words: their dead bodies 
{i.e., of the enemies) the sea [carried away]; for we would not expect such a detailed 
feature if the Babylonians had been defeated. As the passage is incomplete we are 
left in dou]>t as to whether Samsii-ilunn was already at that time fighting lluma- 
ilum, or if our previous calculations should prove correct, /ac/i^-a&u and Mutihurshana. 
The {'hronicle continues: "A second time Samsu-ihina [went to the Sealand(?)]"; 
but Iliima-iliim approached and defeated him. 

A tat)!et (P. 08) found at Nippur and dated mu-bil 1-U-ma-ilum lugal-e gives 
evidence that flima-iliini, as he is called on this tablet, more correctly, actually reigned 
over Southern Babylonia as far north as Nippur for at least two years, but probably 
he ruled over these districts the last nine years of Samsu-iluna^s reign. The latest 
Nippiu" tablets from the reign of Samsa-iluuo are dated in the 27th, 28th and 29th' 
years, and it is possible that Hima-iUtm took possession of Nippur already in the last 
mentioned ycai'.-' 

No tablets of I'ulers of the First Dynasty from Nippur dated later than the 29th 
year of SaiiiKK-iltiiio have {■onie to light as yet, and although according to an oral 
conunuiiicatinn hy Hilprecht (here exists a building inscription of Ammi-ditana 
fr'oin Xippur, ne\-crtheless the absence of tablets can be sufficiently accounted for 
only b\' the assumption that Nippur was destroyed, and that for a long period all or 
most of the mounds of Nippur remained uninhabited. 
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T!u' unf(»r(unafc .>ut<'oinc of the iij!:h1. of Samsii-ilNua with l/inm-ilnm scniifi !i) 
have t-rippled his power Un- the irwl of liis reign. Tlio dale lis! iiLfornis us of aiiotlu-r 
Slucc'oss ajiainst invaders('.M Uom the WostiaiKl in his ;i')lh year, and of the suppression 
of an uprisin^C'i in Alckml in his ;j(ifh year. Parliculars alioul these events are not 
known.

The statement coneeni- 
ing the damminj; up of the Ti;ri-is is home oul hy the dale: "year in which .\hi-<---<liii', 
the kiiijr. after in the ^reat power of Manhik. he had (Imiiiiial up the Tifiris, 
The Ti-iris, or more correetly (hal part of the Ti,i;:ris in i|uestion. is undoulitedly the 
Sluiti-cl-IJui, (he influx of which at Kn(-d'.\>imni Ahi^rslur seems to hnve diverte<l. 
thus deprivin;: the land on the hanks of the i'i\er of (he life-yi\iTiii powei', flie wafer. 
From this we may safely com-hide that llinia-lhiitt hail his stronjihold in one of thi^ 
cities on the hanks of this canal. That Ahi-r^liu' suci'ceded in <xi-{i\\iii eonlrol of 
Southern Babylonia we may also coni-hide from his biiildinj^C') th<' temple K-kish-shir- 
ijnl and dedicating his statue to this temple, provided that tlie satLctuary in Cr is 
meant. 

.\|>art from the instiuice mentioned abo\c. tin' dates, as far as ihey are known 
at the present,' furnish httle material for the history of Ahi-r.-ilm'. Vvom one we 
learn the name of a certain A 'I mil urn, but are kepi i-Titii-ely in doubt as to Ihe rolr 
he played. Perhaps he was vanquished by Afu'-r^hu'. 

Scanty also are tlie data ^rathered from tlie h)rmulas hir the hislory of the 
last three kinjrw, Amini-'I'lati'i, Atnnii-zdihuju and S<nii^ii-<h!iiiHi. With rai-e excep- 
tions they relate (he dedicadon of \-otive objec(s: sometimes tin- buildinji of a 
temple, or of a fortress. The impre.ssion is, tliei'cfore, forced upon us (ha( (he polidcal 
activity of these kiufrs was oti the whole a limited one. The new polilical centre in 
the So\ith checked the mo\-emeTits of his neifilibor' in the North. Unfortunately we 
have, with one exception, no positive kn<)wledjre of the continuous contest, we niusi 
necessarily a.ssnme existed between the last kin^js of lialnlon and ihe first kinjis 
of the Second Dynasty. The names and the number of years of the reij^n of these 
kings are known from two ehronolofjical lists, and we can thus <-al<aiiate that, after 
llimU'ilum, the contemporary of •^aiiiau-iluiui and Abl-i-Klin' , Itti-ili-nlbi was con- 
temporaneous with Ahi-cahn' and .1 iiimi'dilniKi, l)<iiiiifi-ili.'<hii with .1 iiiiin-dilniiu, 
Ammi-zadufia and SamKu-<litana, ami hhkibni anil Shushshi with tSa ntHiMlitdtia.

i'ortiaps vvc may soo, the traces of a (■ontimied war with changing results between 
tlio two rival kingdoms in the fact that a numl)er of years of the reign of Ammi- 
ilitana have no formula of their own, which always is a sign of turbulent times, while 
the immediately preceding year in all cases is marked either by some military success 
or by the construction of a fortress. This apparently means that Ammi-ditaiia 
.several times made an attack upon foreign territory and endeavored to secure it for 
himself by building fortresses, whereupon the enemy very soon reconcjuered the lost 
fei-ritoiT or at least fried to do so. Thus the three first years of Ammi-ditana are all 
designated with fornudas that suggest some military or political success. The 
foui'th year, however, has no formula of its own, nor those denoting the second 
year after the construction of the fortresses Mashkan-Ammiditana in the 8th, 
hhhm-MartInk on the Zilakum in the 31st and Ditr-Ammiditana on the canal AM- 
Kidil in the .'i4th year. Another fortres.s, Dur-AmmidUana on the ZUakum, Ammi- 
ditann had built in his lath year; the constmction of Ishkun-Mnrduk on the same 
river (or canal) in the 31st year, rei)resents perhaps a renewed attempt to subdue the 
regions around this rivei-. A royal castle KiKU-shug-diiyga was built on the 
Andjliini i-anal in the 19th year. 

In the Kith year Aiiimi-ddaiia vamjuishes a certain Amhnum, who is called a 
lii-ina-dd.' Nothing more concerning this event is known. 

A most important historical notice, however, is contained in the date of Ammi- 
/lilnNii's last year, becrause it mentions the name of Damqi-dishu, the third king of the 
Second Dynasty. We learn that Amuii-ddana in his 36t.h year conquered a fortress 
which DdiiKji-diahK had built, exactly the revei-se of what we concluded al:)Ove for 
several veal's of Atnmi-ddana. The political coui"se of things in the last period of 
Aniiiu~<lit(iN(i\'i reigii seems to have been this: in his 34th year A mwj-c/itona advanced 
towanls the South and built u fortress on the canal Me-EnUl, which, judging from 
its n.-uue, was not very far from Nippur; in the ^/ith year apparently Damqi-ilishu 
drove Ai>imi~<litnna I)ack and erected his own fortress, but in the 36th year Ammi- 
ddann con(|uered this fortress,^ and again extended his dominion over the South.

Animi-zailiuiit received from his lather, who died the year after liis 
siu'eess over Dniniji-iliKliii, the dominion over Soutlieni Bnliylonia. \\> see (his 
elearly froih the date of tlic iirsi year, in whicli lie refers to h'ltlil who makes }yvvn\ 
his dominion, and from the formula of the sceoni! year, in wliich he calls himself Ihe 
humble shepherd of Anum and Knl/I. But, perhaps, in tlie latter year he lost 
the soiitliern part of his dominion. In his inseriptiftn the judfie. <liniil'Mitr<!ul.\ 
calls Ammi-zaiia<ja simply kinii of BabyloTi, a sure sijin that he (li<l not rule over 
Shumcr. In his 'Jth year, however, Ai>inii-z(>fhi>/a broke, as lie asserts, (he opi)res- 
sion of his land and in his IDth year he built a fortress at the mouth of (he luiphrates, 
which proves tha( in this year his ])ower extended as far south as Ihe Pei'sian (lulf. 
From the formulas of the followinfi years we do not receive the impression that 
Ammi-zKihKjQ maintained this powerful position. 

From the reijrn of Hamsu-iliUtmi, the last kinj; of the First Dynasty, as yet only 
few date formulas'* are known. We may conclude that before tlieyear whose foi'imila 
mentions the {ireat battle forces of Shdiiin-^lt and Minihik, SaiiisH-i/Hanti won some 
military success, while the fact that one year was named after the preceding!; year, 
apiin points to some political trouble. A short noti<'e in tlie clu'onii'Ie. made by 
way of addition, informs us that at the time of .SdinxK-tlildiia the llittites invaded 
Akkml. Fi'om all appearance this people maile an end (o (he kin^^dom of Babylon 
and (he dvnastv of Unminn-ruhi.
